55.7, 
Let the wicked forſake his wayes, & the 
vnrighteous his on imaginatiõs, & re- 
turne vnto the lord, & he will haue mer- 
cy vpon him, Sohete we ſee, to whom fop 
giueneſſe of ſinnes, and the mertie of God 
belongeth: namely, to the penitent ſitiners, 
to thoſe that leaue ſinne, and imbꝛace godli- 
neſſe:to thoſe that foꝛſake their owne waies 
and imaginations, and turne vnto the Lom. 
And as fo? ſuch as walke on, in their owne 
wayes, and folow the delights of ſinne, with: 
out any ſoꝛrow oz purpoſe to leaue tht᷑, the 
haue nothing to do with the mercy of God: 
and though Jeſus Chult had ſuffred an hun 
dꝛed deathes ( which coulde not be) pet ſhall 
no vnpenitent ſinner haue remiſſion of his 
ſinnes by his death, no? any other benefltes 
of bis paſſion, fo2 they belonge onely to his 
Churche, and choſcn people here vpponthe 
earth. e therfoze that is not ofthe Church, 
he that is not grafted into Chꝛiſt by Faith, 
he that is not a member ok his miſtical body, 
can enioy nothing by Chziſts death.

and caſt them into the fire, & they burne 
Toh, 15. 6. Me read in the 29. of Deutero- 
nom. hom God barreth al ſtubbozne ſinners 
from his mercie, and doech moſte terriblie 
ſhoot out againſt them. Oe that heareth the 
woꝛdes ofthis cur ſe, and bleſſeth Himſelf in 
his heart, ſaying: I ſhal haue peace although 
Jwalke accowing to the ſlubboznneſſe of 
mine own heart, thus adding dꝛunkenneſſe 
tathirſt, che Loze wil not be merciful vnto 
him, but then the wꝛach of the Loꝛde, and his 
ſealouſie (hall ſmoake againſt that man, and 
tuery curſe that is witten in this book, ſhal 
light vpon him. Do that God ſatth plainly, 


he hach no mercie koz ſuche, as walke in the 


vaittdelights offins,# in the ſtubboznneſſe 
dftheir own heart, c dzunkenneſſe to thirſt: 
That is, ioyning one hozrible ſinne to ano- 
ther. Pet fo; al this, it is a wõder to ſee how 
the blynd woꝛmes of the earth deceiue them 
lelues. Fo2 they think whatſoeuer they ſap, 
bhatſoeter they doe, bee it good, bee it enil, 
whether they repent, oꝛ not repent, vet they 
hall be ſaued by Chziſtes death, as though 
hey would make it a baude to their ſinnes, 
dſo wozke that villany againſt Chꝛiſt. 1

is thy repentaunce thou miſerable wyetchs 
Doelt thou thinke that gods mercy is com- 
mon to all $ And Chyiltes death a baude foz 
our ſinnes:no, no, when it cometh tothe vy- 
ſhot,thou ſhalt ſtop ſhozte. Foz it will pꝛoue 
farre otherwiſe ; Fo2 thou ſhalt finde Gods 
mercye tourned into Juſtice : and Chuſtes 
death into Mozmewoode, becauſe thou hg: 
tedſt knowledge, and choſedſt not the fear of 
the Lowe.Thus you ſee my deare bzethꝛen, 
that repentauuce mult nedes goe befoze foj: 
giueneſſe of ſinnes,and where it leadeth not 
the way,therethe gates of Gods mercy are 
ſhutte vp, and thys is the firſt quality of Re- 
pentaunce. It hath alſo an other condition, 
and that is, to alter and chaunge men from 
that they were befoꝛe, not in the ſubſtaunce 
and pꝛopoꝛtion of the body, but in the quali⸗ 
ties and conditions ofthe minde. Fo2 who- 
ſoener hath truely repẽted, pou ſhall by and 

by ſee amoſte meruailous and wonderfull 
chaunge in him, ſo that he will not doe as he 
bath done, noꝛ ſpeake as he hath ſpoken, no} 
company as he hath companied, noꝛ play the 
good fellowe (as they terme it) as be was 
wont to do, no} runne to che ſame exceſſeof 
riot he was wõt. And this is it that amaſeth 
the wozlde, and cauleth them to byiſtle ann 


o ” 


ance, 


fome at the mouth like wilde boares, and to 
ſpeake euill of chem that turned vnto God: 
fox the woꝛlde loueth his owne, and can not 
abide that God ſhoulde plucke one feather 
from hys winges. But Nepentaunce doeth 
biolently pull men out of the clawes of Sa⸗ 
than, and change them from the conditions 
ok the woꝛld: fo it maketh of pꝛoud, humble: 
okhurtfull, har meleſſe: of cruell, meeke: of 
Wolues,Lambes:of Lions, Sheepe: of A- 
dulterers,chaſt livers: of Dzonkards,ſober 
men: of ſwearers,reuerent ſpeakers: of ha⸗ 
ters,louers;of deſpiſers, imbꝛacers: of ſcof- 
fers,followers:of earthly, heauenly: of Des 
tilles, Sainctes. All this woozketh Repen⸗ 
lance, Paule trauailed towards Damaſcut, 
Goulfe, a Perſecucer,a Bloudſucker, an 


Hater, a Deſpiſer:but ere he came there, he 


was quite chaunged, and cleane of an other 


mind:ſo mighty was he that met him by the 


way, Mhen Jelſus Chuiſte ſent downe the 
holy Ghoſt vppon his Dilciples, accoꝛding 
to his pꝛomiſe, there were ſome Scoffers at 
leruſalem, which mocked and ſaide they are 
full of new Mine. But the ſame men cryed 
ut by and by after, men and bzethꝛen what 
jall we doe ta be ſaued.

change. See then the koꝛte of Repentance, | 
when God ſtriketh it into the heart okman, 
and dziueth che naile to the head as they ſay. 
It cffecteth that which al the wiledome am 
pollicie ot man is not able to bzing to paſſe, 
E when they haue pꝛolles hither c thicher, 
and laide their heades together, and ſoughy 
all the coꝛners oftheir wits, pet can they 
not tell which way to turne their hande, o 
where to begin to change the heart ofami, 
and to conuert him to God. TycrefozeRey 
pentaunce is lkronger then all the whole 
wonꝛid, and worketh that which al men with 
their naturall wittes, fine heades, and decpe 
deuiſes cannot compaſle, fo) the conuerſion 
of afinncr,is a wozke ſupernaturall. Heere 
then we haue a glaſle to beholde our ſelucs 
in, whether tuer wee haue repented oz no. 
Foz if wee linde not this chaunge and alte- 
ration in vs, wee haue not repented, and ſo 
conſcquentiye remayne under damnation, 
Therefoze let euery man look vntohimlelf, 
{02 marke how much he is changed and al⸗ 
tered from his loꝛmer cuill waies, ſo muche 
bath hee repented. And he that is the ſame 
man he was, thꝛee, foure, eight, nay, thirtye 
peres agoe, ſurely, ſurely, he hath not repel 
ted, and thereloze abydcth in damnation. J 
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marueile then how choſe men,whiche neuer 
felt any chaunge oz alteration wzought in 
them, nay, whoſe conſciences tell them, that 
they are not changed, ne know what it meas 
veth, can haue any hope of ſaluation:vnleſſa 
peraduenture they beleue not this doctrine, 
oꝛthinke it to be falſe, wil ſend ouer theſe 
men to ſuche as haue beene in the like caſe 
they now are, c yet thought they might dee 
well enaugh foz al that, although both blind 
in iudgement, and coxrupt in conuerſation, 
J baue kno wen and doe knowe men, which 
befoze their conuerſion and in ward change, 
mere counted as honeſt men as euer bzake 
head, and as ſubſtantiall men as any could 
be, as true dealers, vpꝛight liuers, and good 
houſekeepers as any of their neighboures: 
dea, and they had the ſame opinion of thems 
ſelues too: And pet not withſtanding when 
they haue felt Repentaunce woozking this 
change and alter ation in them, through the 
power ok the ſpirite at the pꝛeaching of the 
pode, and when they haue had ne we hearts 
giuen them codiſcerne better anu new eyes 
tu ſee better, as men come aut of a dampe, 
haue wondered and maruailed at che palpa- 
lle and groſſe darknes they were in befoze, 
nad haue burt fooꝛth into thele woꝛdes, that 
"OE Bill, ther 
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bey wold not be in the ſame caſe they wert 
aloze, no not foꝝ all the wozldes goods, fox if 
they ſhould haue died in that caſe, they were 
ſure they ſhould haue bene damned. But J 
pꝛay you what caſe were they in befoze,wer 
they not good honeſt men? and wel accoun, 
ted of, and honeſt liucrs, & wel taken where 
ſoeuer they came? Surely they were ſo ta- 
ken in the woꝛld, but now they thinke farre 
otherwiſe ofthemſelues, their eyes beinge 
opened, and their iudgements enlightened, 
fo nowe they ſee chat they ſawe not befoze, 
now they vnderſtand that God condemneth 
many whome the woyld tufkifieth. Me thin⸗ 
keth this example ſhoulde make ciuill aud 
worldly me ſee and ſuſpect themſelues, and 
knowe their owne miſery befoze God, Foz 
theſe men were as good as they, befoze theit 
conterſion,and pet af:erwarde confeſſe that 
they wereplungedto the bottome ok hell, 
and dꝛowned in the depth of damnation. YE 
chat hath ear es to beare, let hym heare, and 
he that hath ctes to ſee, let him ſee:fo2 if men 
will ſtill ſoothe themſelues fox all this, that 
they ſhalbe ſaued, without feling any chãge 
82 Woozke of repentaunce, it will coſt them 
fulldeare in the ende. Foz Chꝛiſtes wozdes 
will pꝛoue true, chat whoſoeuer ri 
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not ſhall be damned, that is, whoſoeuer doth 
not feele in himſeife what is repentaunce, 
aud linde in himſelfe the qualities theresf, 
ſhall be condemned, Foz where repentance 
is, there bee the qualities of repentaunce, 
and where the qualities bee abſent, there is 
no true repentaunce, So that where Chꝛiſt 
ſapeth: Except ye repent, ve ſhall all periſh? 
it is al one, as if he had laid, except ye know 
the truth of repentance, except pe can pꝛoue 


pour ſinnes, except pou feele a chaunge and 
alteration in the bottome of yeur hart, of all 
your foꝛmer leud wates and miſdemeanoz, 
you ſhall rely periſh and be damned. But 
let vs pet à little further ſearch out the qua⸗ 
lines of repentaunce: The Apoſtle in the 
ſeuenth chapter of the ſecond Epiſtle to the 
Corinthians, ſettech dawne ſeuen notable 
qualities and effectes of repentaunce. The 
firſt of them he nameth Care. Foz beholde, 
ſapeth he, this thing that you haue bene god⸗ 
ye ſozye,what care it hath wzought in you, 
that is, an earneſt ſtudie, and as it were a tas 
kinge thoughte to pleaſe God. Foz where 
true tepentaunce hath once w2ought, there 
foloweth great care afterward. Care J ſay,

keepea good cõſcience. Care forefomt our 


Douſholdes. Care to inſtrutt wiues , chil- 
den and ſeruauntes in the knowledge of 
God, Care top)ay with them mozning any 
euening : and generally care to perfozme 
al duties belonging vnto God: ſo that rep? 


. fance is not a careleſſe but a carekull thing, 


Let not men thinke therefoze,that although 
they welter in the careleſneſſe of the fleſhe, 
e ſleepe in lecurity al the daies of their life, 
pet their Repentaunce is good inough, yea; 
and though they ſpend whole dates nightes, 
moneths, and peeres in vanities, plapes an 
paſtimes, in idleneſſe, fonde delightes, plea⸗ 
ſure and voluptuouſneſle, in negligente il 
all duẽties, fozgetfulneſſe of God, and con- 
tempt ot al good things: pet fot all this they 
repent fo? their nes, and hope to be ſaued 
as well as any other. But alas, how ca theſe 
thinges ſtand together, to reyent foz ſinne, 
and to delight in ſinne ⸗ to hate ſinnt, & loue 
ſinne, to flie from ſinne, and to followe after 
ſinne. But theſe men J percemue wold faint 
make S. Paul a Iiar. Fo he faith a mã bach 
neuer repented , except he be careful after» 
ward to pleaſe God, they lay they do repent, 
and haue repented, althougb tbey liue neuer 
ſo metchedly, and carelefly, But 1 
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mongers, beaſtly Belliegods, and careleſſe” F % 


Caitiffeg,come to the kingdom of God, and £ 


are ſaued, thẽ ſhall theſe men alſo come with 
them to be ſaued by careleſſe repentance, 
The next quality and effecte of Repen- 
tance, is named, cleering of our ſelues, that 
is diſchar ing of our lelues, when ſinne doth 
accuſe vs, and lay thinges to cur charge, fo; 
when Sinne and Dathan doch Lerrilie the 
conſcience ofthe pooze penitent Sinner by 
and by he fleech vuto God g aſketh foꝛgiue⸗ 
neſſe though Jeſus Chuſt, and ſo cleereth 
himſelfe, and maketh his Apologie againft 


ineoghe Comte as a man that is p2e« 
de 


lented lato the Courte, vppon ſuſpition of 
Ubozedome, ot any other notonous crime, 
muſt cleerẽ himelt by witneſſe of that which 
is laid to his charge. So the conſcience that 
is tited by Sathan befoze the Juſtice and 
ludgement ſeate of God, cleareth it ſelfe by 
Repentaunce, and aſketh foꝛgiueneſſe tho. 
row Jeſus Chꝛiſt. So that here wee mape 
ſer a woonderkull fruite of a penitent cons 
ſcience, it cannot abide the accuſation of ſin: 
cannot be quiet till it bee reconciled vnto 
God: and ſo haue peace within it ſelfe. oz 
thisisto bee noted in the Godlie man, that 
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when he hath committed any ſinne, and hys 
conſcience telleth him of it. by and by he fees 
lech lead within bim, and is all heaupe, and 
can not fleepe quietly, till he haue gotten in 
ſome copner, where he may mourne and la. 
ment to the full, and confeſſe and laye open 
bimſelfe vnto God, and ſo clere himſelf cho- 
rowe Chziſt Jeſus, his conſcience bearpnge 
bim witnes that his ſin is foꝛgiuen. Wher- 
as contrariwiſe the vngodly man, when his 
conſcience accuſeth him of ſinne, he diſpat- 
chech away all ſuche choughts,and treadcth 


| . them vnder foote,and by and by calleth fozs 


paire of Cardes oz Tables, and ſome mery 
/ companion to dꝛiue away the time, andto 
put out all ſuche thoughts out of his heade, 
and ſo in deede he increaleth them moze and 
moꝛe, and cauſeth them to rankle inwardly, 
The third qualitie is called indignation, 
that is, a moꝛtall and deadly hatred againff 
ſinneꝛas when a man doeth ſhudder & ſhake, 
and as it were grind his teeth at the remem⸗· 
bzaunce of his ſinnes: fo2 this is alwates in 
the penitent perſon to lothe and abhozre all 
ſinne from his heart, both his owne ſinnes, 
andthe ſinnes of other, and to hate it as the 
Deuill himſelfe, which is the authour of t, 
F co flye from it, as from the verye cutthate I þ 
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and hangman of his ſoule,andto know it to 
be the onely thinge that blindeth, that hard- 
neth,that ſeparaceth from God, and pꝛocu⸗ 
reth all plagues and diſeaſes both of bodye 
and ſoule, againſt vs, Therefoze he ſpicteth 
at it in deſtaunce, and dildaineth it, and ſtops 
peth his noſe at the ſtinke of it, whereſoeuer 
he ſmelleth it. 

The fourth thing is feare, which is a cer⸗ 
taine awe of God, when a man is akraied to 
diſpleaſe him. Foz the penitent perſon fea: 
teth alway, and being pꝛiuie to his owne in» 
irmitie and weakeneſſe(wh? God neuer ſo 
little wpthdzaweth his grace, and leaueth 
jim alone) woꝛketh his ſaluation with feare 
indtrembling. Me will not pꝛelume vppon 
foxmer grace to commit any ſinne, oꝛ flatter 


hmſelfn the mercy of God,and in the thin 
ges that hee hathe already taſted of God, co 
eelde to ſome little inne. thinking he may 
duthat, and be the child of Gov wel enough, 
letauſe ſome of Gods childꝛen haue fallen 
ito greater: but rather he crembleth at the 
laſt motion of ſinac, and ts afrayed of the 
temptations, whyche Sathan trumpeth in 
u wape, and is afraied when the temptati⸗ 
Us of ſinne are vppon hym, co ſatiſfte the 
ger of ſine, but rather hee fighter a» 
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gainſt ſinne,when ſin fighteth againſt hin, bis n.

Let vs knowe then, that although 
God vſe ſearing,laſicing;co2zing, and ſears 
ching of the bones, and other violent reme⸗ 
dies, pet in the meane while hee p2ocurech 
dur health by them, And let vs further vn 
derſtand, that foꝛ as muche, as there is nont 
ather meanes to dꝛawe vs to ſaluation, but 
by cleanſing of all our vices, and the ſame 
cleanſing cannot bee done but by violence, 
when wee be warned by the doctrine of the 
Lam, ſo as our owne conſciences accuſe vs, 
although wee like well to bee nowe and 
chen flattered and ſdothed, pet let vs ſecke 
to be ſpoken vnto earneſtiy, and to haue our 
faultes tolde vs, and to bee made aſhamed ol 
chem, and to haue our vnhenefty diſcouered, 
and not deſire to be pleaſed. Fo? it were the 
next way, to make vs rot in our owne ſilthi⸗ 
neſle, ik we ſhould holde it ſo in ſecret:andit 
woldroſt vs deare the ſetting on, if we ſholb 
de ſo flattered by men and inthe meane ſea⸗ 
ſon che heauenly iudge ſhal thunder downe 
bpon vs. | 

Therefoze,when any man commeth toa 
Sermon, let him firſt and fonnoſt make his 
— to bee rebuked, as meete ia, 
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let him vnderſtand, chat it is fo? his pꝛolite, 
that he is not ſooched. And if he haue itching 


rares let him lay them away from hint al- 


ſuring himſelfe chat elſe he is foꝛecloſed, ſo 
as he ſhall neuer receiue the doctrine to his 
p1ofite and tuftruction, And let him be con⸗ 
tent to haue his ſoares rubbed and bewzaied, 
that he may be bzought to that, which is fo2 
bis welfare.

This 
is the thing that hindereth a great numbet 
from god: fo2 they neuer loke vp vnto god 
oꝛ to bis woꝛde, but ſtare vpon the common 
Doings of moll men, and examples ofthe.

Therfoꝛe it 
iswptten, Prou. / 7. Though thou ſhul- 
deſt bray a foole in a morter, amonge 
wheat, braied with a peſtill, yet will not 
his foliſhnes depart frõ him. So that as 
long as we are in cuſtome with ſinne, the 
doe of repentãce is barred vp againſt vs, 
Thekift hinderance is long eſcaping of 
puniſhment,fo2 the wicked therby are ſtars 
kened in ſinne, and vziuen of from repen- 
tance, eut᷑ as au olde theete that hath ſtolne 
a long time, and eſcapeth both pꝛiſon and 
gallowes, is animated mote boldly to pꝛo- 
ceede in his wickednelle, thinking he ſhall 
ſoalwates eſcape, So, manp filthy & loſe 
liters go fo2ward in their abhominations 
without Repentaunce, cthinkinge that be- 
cauſe Godvocth not incontinently puniſhe 
them, and ſhewe ſome manifeſt iudgement 
and ligne of his wzath vpon them, therfoꝛe 
then ſhalbe acquited foz altogither. hers 
1 ag 


as cõtrariwile, it gov ſhould by ax by tit 
them down as ſoone as they had ſinned, by 
thundering vpon one and lightning vpyen 
another, and raining fire & bztmſtonevyoy 
the third, it would make them afraid,Here 
upon it is ſaid in Pet. 2 3.4. This ſixũl un 
derſtand, that there ſhall come in the lane 
dates mockers, which wil walk after then 
luſtes, and ſay, where is the pꝛomiſe of his 
comming: Fox ſince the fathers dyed, all 
things continue alike from the beginning 
of the creation. But letcheſe mẽ wel know 
that when God hath delaped a long time, 
# p2olonged the terme of the wicked, at 
lẽgth he wil ſhew that although he waited 
ko) their repẽtance, yet he foꝛgate not their 
mildeedes, but regiſtred them befoꝛe him 
packed them vp vpon a great heape, to en⸗ 
creaſe the terrour ot his wꝛath. 
The ſixt hinderaunce, is the beholding 
ofother mens ends. Foz, when ſome men 


that haue liued a wicked, and an vngraci⸗ 


ous lite, and haue bynnotozious ſinners e. 
uen to the wozld warde, ſo that euery man 
could point at them:pet, if vpon their death 
bedde, they can ſay a fewe good woopdes, 
and cry God mercy, and ſap their pꝛapers, 


and foꝛgiue all the wozld, and ſo die aun 
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{y,{tis marueilous to heare, how the foo⸗ 
lh people of the wo2lde, will exalt them, 

and tuſtifie them, ſaying: Yce made a very 
good ende, as any man could make, he died 
a5 quiet as a lambe, and ſet all thinges in 
good oꝛder befoze he died. Heereupon ano» 
ther wicked and monſtrous varlet, is inco⸗ 
raged to ſinne. Foz thinketh he, ſuch a man 
lived as looſely as J, o any man els, and 
ytt he made a very good ende, and why 
may not J doe ſo to: But alas, thele mens 
eyes are bleared. Fo? to die quietly, is not 
to die godly, to cry God mercy foꝛ faſhion, 
is not to haue Ood mercifull, to lay a few 
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| payers from teethe out warde, is not ta 


die in the faith of Chyiſte,foz many doe all 
this and yet die miſerably. 

The laſt let, is hope ok long life, foʒ while 
men fcede, and beſot themſelues in this 
bope, they waxe dꝛunken in ſinne, and de- 
ferre the day ofrepentance. As the riche 
man in xii.of Luke, dꝛeaming of his long 
life caſt of all thought of God, and of the 
other like, and of Chziſts comming, and ol 
repentaunce, and all good thinges, and 
ſaide within himſelfe: Soule, thou haſte 
much goods laide vp foz many pecres, 
liue at caſe, cate, Late aud take thy pa- 
dime.

ſtime. Thus the bleare eyed menne of hi 


ſmoother it, by dotinge themſclues wy 
hope of long lice. Therkoze my deare hee, 
thꝛen, X beleech pou by the mer ties of gad 
in the bowels of Jeſus Chulte, that none 
of all theſe common lettes mape ſtap poy, 
fron ſpecvye and vnfained repentaunce. 
But that you may oucrſlide them al, leaf 
bnhappely you beyng found without Re. 
pentance, and taken tardie in pour ſinnes, 
ſhoulde all peariſh and be dampned, accoz:
